Pennsylvania's 
Suprem e 
Court 
decided on Friday th a t It’s best to 
believe that they do. 
In a 6-1 decision, the court said 
a "dying declaration" m ade by a 
victim 
of a 
hom icide has 
"the 
sam e value and weight as sworn 
testim ony" on the witness stand. 
The only dissenter w as Justice 
M ichael A. M usmanno, who said 
“ this case helps to perpetuate the 
m yth that dying persons always 
tell the tru th .” 
Justice John C. Bell, Jr., wrote 
the m ajority opinion which upheld 
the voluntary m anslaughter con­ 
viction of M ary E. Brown in Ches­ 
ter County Court three years ago 
A 
m ajor 
piece 
of 
evidence 
against Miss Brown was the dying 
sta te m en t of the victim , Dorothy 
Francis, who said that she had 
been stabbed with a knife by Miss 
Brown. 
Fears To Tell Lie 
"W hen a 
P ierso n is f a c e d with 
death which he knows is im pend­ 
ing and he is about to see his 
M aker face to face.” wrote Ju s­ 
tice Bell "is he not m ore likely to 
tell the truth than is a witness in 
court, who knows that if he lies 
he will have x x an opportunity to 
repent, confess and be absolved 
of his sins?” 
Ju stice 
M usm anno *aid 
m any 
persons are likely to tell the truth 
when they know death Is immi- 
ent, but not all persons are. 
"If they w ere. inequity, injus­ 
tice, 
tyranny 
and 
inhum anity 
would disappear from the confines 
of the earth ,” he said.' 
In another decision by the high 
tribunal, the Catholic Archdiocese 
of Philadelphia was given perm is­ 
sion to build a high school in sub­ 
urban Wyncote. The court'* deci- 
s.on was unanim ous in overruling 
the M ontgom ery County Court and 
the 
Cheltenham Twp. 
Z o n i n g 
Board. 
Feared Health, Safety 
The school was opposed bv res­ 
idents and the zoning board on 
grounds it would adversely affect 
the health and safety of the citi­ 
zenry, m jstly because of Increased 
traffic, and that the school would 
have tw ice the enrollm ent of the 
tow’nshlp’s public high school. 
Attorneys 
for 
the 
Most 
Rev. 
John 
F 
O’H ara, 
archbishop of 
Philadelphia, 
argued 
the 
only 
question to be decided was w heth­ 
er the school would be a bona fide 
educational institution. 
In a 6-1 decision, the court held 
th a t an Allegheny County police- 


, m an, Cheries F. Jordan, who suf­ 
fered a heart attack has no con­ 
stitutional claim to prevent a re­ 
duction in his pay if he is tran s­ 
ferred to another job. 
Jordan appealed the decision of 
the 
Allegheny 
County 
Common 
Pleas Court which held that the 
county com m issioners acted pro­ 
perly in reducing his salary in 
1954 when he was transferred from 
outside to inside duty.
